THE IRISH EXILE.

The inaugural meeting of the Solicitors’ 
Apprentices’ Debating Society of Ireland was 
held last evening in the Solicitors’ Buildings, 
Four Courts, Dublin. The chair was taken by 
Mr. Charles Gamble, President of the 
Incorporated haw Society. 

The Chairman, welcoming the visitors, said 
that this was a unique occasion in the records 
of a society like theirs—to have a lady auditor. 

Miss Early, the Auditor, in an address on 

‘Trish Exiles Abroad,’ ' said that 

déstiny of the Irish -race, from 
the earliest times, had been that of 
voluntary and _ involuntary exile. The 
Irish exile was a title recognised in history. 
They found it emblazoned in letters of gold on 
the national records of the people of the Old 
and New worlds. To-day the eyes of the world 
were fixed op Washington—the questions of 
world-war and world peace depended largely 
upon American statesmen. The influence of the 
Irish race mpon the policy and programme was 
a real and a live one. (Applause.) 

The Lord Mayor proposed; that the best 
thanks of the Society be given to the Auditor 
for her address. 

The Lord Chief Justice, in seconding the 
motion (which was passed by acclamation), paid 
a warm tribute to the admirable address of 
Miss Early.: They must always be glad to see 
Irishwomen taking their place beside Irishmen 
in the learned professions; but. he thought 
that, even from what they had heard from Miss 
Early they must come to the con- 
clusion that the hopes of the happiness 
and prosperity o the Irish race 
depended upon the Irish mother. (Applause.) 

The Lord Chancellor proposed: ‘That the 
Solicitors’ Apprentices’ Debating Society was 
worthy of the support of the Solicitors’ Ap- 
prentices of Ireland, the Council of the Incor- 
porated Law Society, and the solicitors’ profes- 
sion.”’ On behalf of the legal profession, he 
desired to express their high. appreciation of 
the honour paid to the legal profession and the 
Auditor by the presence of the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, to whose distinguished services to the 
country he paid a generous tribute. He never 
lamented the fact that Irishmen went abroad, 

use he thought it was better for them to 
go abroad to civilise the world than to remain 
at home. He deprecated the practice of living 
on the dead past instead of looking forward to 
the future. 

Mr. T. M. Healy, K.C., seconded the reSolu- 
tion. The imroads of the gentler sex on the 
legal profession were, he said, certain to lead 
to a large increase in motions of attachment. 
(Laughter and applause.) 

The motion was unanimously adopted.

Face to Face. 


The Cabinet of Northern Ireland has 
been summoned to London. It will meet 
the Prime Minister on Thursday and will 
be put into “full possession” of all the 
facts. of the Irish megotiations. This 
announcement withdraws the negotiations 
from the-regfon of mystery. It tells us, 
in the first place, that the position of 
North-East Ulster remains, as it always 
was, the crux of any conceivable settle 
ment of the Irish problem. The inevitable 
moment has come when Sir James Craig 


and his colleagues must be called into the- 


councils of the peace-makeérs. In the next 
place, we may dedice with certainty the 
important fact that the Sinn Fein ‘dele- 
gates have accepted, or are prepared to 
accept, the British Government's primary 
condition of settlement. The Northern 
Cabinet is being brought to London because 
the Government has some hope that it will 
not reject the proposals which will be 


submitted to it. Therefore, these proposals 


cannot be based on any claim that Ireland 


‘is a sovereign and independent State. We 


must not assume that the Sinn Fem repre- 
sentatives actually have agreed to accept 
for Ireland the status of a Dominion within 
the - British Empire. We may assume— 
indeed, no smaller assumption is possible 
—that they have agreed to accept that 
status in return for® concessions from 
North-East Ulster which would achieve the 
expression of national unity in some 
common machinery of government for the 
whole of Ireland.’ Absolutely, this-under- 
taking by Sinn Fein leaves the problem 
just where it. was at the time of the 
Buckingham Palace Conference. Rela- 
tively, it marks a definite advance in view 
of the disastrous events of the last five 
years. 

The Northern Cabinet will be invited to 
secure Iyish peace on a basis of compromise 
and to make the experiment of putting 
its trust in men whose policy and methods 
up to this moment have been hateful to 
it. In one essential North-East 
Ulster will be in a better position to con- 
sider her responsibilities to herself and 
to Ireland than at any previous time in 
the course of this unhappy controversy. 
Hitherto the shadow of coercion has lain 
over every effort to settle the Irish ques- 
tion, with results fatal to the exercise of 
statesmanship and good-will. On the side 
of the aggressor it fostered. arrogance, on 
the defender's side. suspicion and a bitter 
sense of wrong. Now the Northern Cabinet 
will be able to consider the Government's 
proposals in the untroubled light of reason 
and patriotism—and is quite as 


respect 


there 


much patriotism in North-Eastern Ulster 


as in any other part of Ireland. It cannot 
be forced to do anything that it does not 
wish to do. No British Government, now 
or hereafter, will be able to fix it to a 
Procrustean bed. It is free to make its 
own bed—and, for that very reason, we 
think, will be in no hurry to make it care- 
lessly. The powers which the Northern 
State acquired under the Gevernment of 
Ireland Act are now in process of being 
transferred to it, and so long as it chooses 
to keep them its position will be im- 
pregnable. We cannot doubt that this 
feeling of security will improve such 
chances of settlement as’ may exist. It 
ought to make North-East Ulster more, 
rather than less, ready to listen to every 
sound argument that is addressed either 
to its local and national patriotism or to 
its commercial common-sense. 

We do not know what will happen on 
Thursday ; but, like all sensible Irishmen, 
we hope earnestly that a settlement will 
be reached which will keep Ireland within 
the Empire and will end the internal feuds 
that have wrecked her peace and impaired 
her progress. We shall not pretend, how- 
ever, that the peace-makers’ task is not 
almost desperately difficult. Curtius closed 
the chasm in the Roman Forum with the 
sacrifice of his life. There are patriots 
in both parts of Ireland who would make 
a like sacrifice gladly if our country’s 
political chasm could thus be filled. Alas! 
the fears and prejudices of so many 
generations and the crimes and bloodshed 
of the last two years cannot be obliterated 
so easily. Sinn Fein has given North-East 
Ulster no cause for confidence; yet it is 
asking her now to surrender a self-govern- 
ment which she did not seek and is only 
beginning to possess. Mr. Lloyd George 
must produce strong proofs of Sinn Fein’s 
conversion if he would persuade the 
Northern Cabinet to the great act of faith 
which is now desired of it. If he can, 
indeed, persuade it, and if an honest and 
enduring bargain can be struck, the result 
will be infinite blessing for all. On the 
one side lies a vista of continued strife, 
boycott, social and economic unrest: on 
the other, a vista of peace, rapid develop- 
ment, and the consummation of a union 
that soon must raise Ireland to the height 
of her destiny. . Which road will our 
country take? The answer depends largely 
on the answer to another question: How 
much is Sinn Fein prepared to give for the 
united Ireland of its dreams? 


The Rand. 


The reluctance of the white miners to 
accept alterations in their conditions of 
work has caused a crisis on the Rand. 
General Smuts met the men's representa- 
tives on Saturday and appealed to them 
not to “court disaster,” but they refused 
to be guided by his advice. They say 
that the Union Government’s scheme 
would mean the abolition of the colour 
bar, and would throw hundreds of 
white men out of employment. Ii 
the proposals are gazetted, there will 
be a general strike. On the other 
hand, General Smuts says that the 
miners’ fears are groundless. All that the 
Government wanted to do was to place the 
gold industry on a firmer basis. The 
colour bar would not be touched by the 
scheme; its main object was to increase 
the efliciency, not the supply, of coloured 
labour so as to reduce the working costs. 
Reforms in this direction are needed 
urgently. The latest statistics show that, 
despite increases in wages, the efficiency 
of native labour on the Rand has de- 
creased by thirteen per cent. during the 
‘last six years, and that the industry has 
drifted into an exceedingly dangerous 
position. lts existence depends almost 
entirely on what is called the “gold 
premium.” If that premium should 
disappear, some twenty-four mines would 
close. The Government’s task is to 
make the prosperity of the mines in- 
dependent of the premium, and that can 
be done “only by reducing the working 
costs—in other words, by increasing the 


| efficiency of the native labour. 


German Marks. 


To-day German marks can be bought at 
the rate of over 1,000 to the pound ster- 
ling. Advices from Berlin indicate that 
something like panic has seized German 
business circles, and Herr Hermes’s speéch 
in the Reichstag is generally interpreted as 


á a preliminary declaration of bankruptcy. | 


Be that. as it may, the effect of the finan- 
cial collapse on the reparations payments 
is extremely serious. Germany's obliga- 
tions to the-Allies were reckoned in gold 
marks, which are unaffected by the 
fluctuation of the exchange. When the 
sum was fixed the value of the mark was 
in the neighbourhood of 250 to the pound. 
Consequently, in order to meet her liabih- 
ties, Germany now must find four times 


‘as many paper marks as she would have 


been required to find some three months 
ago. 
tion to the Allies has risen to the pre- 
posterous figure of 200,000,000,000 marks. 
The situation has become fantastic and the 
German banks seem tobe as helpless as the 
Government. There is just a chance that 
the whole débdcle is being staged-managed 
by Herr Stinnes and his friends in order to 
thwart the Allies; but, whatever be the 
cause, the. result remains unchanged. 
The Allies and the world at large must 
awaken to the fact that Cermany is within 
sight of utter ruin.

The Landru Case. 


One of the strangest trials of modern 
times began yesterday at Versailles, where 
Henri Landru was charged with eleven 
murders and fifteen cases of forgery and 
swindling. The case, like most of its kind, 
is sordid in the extreme; the man 1s 
accused of having killed ten unfortunate 
women to whom he paid court for their 
paltry savings. The fact that most’ of 
them were widows or “old maids” adds 
an element of pathos to this harrowing 
story; but there is something grotesque 
about the whole affair which may account 
in some degree for its morbid fascination. 
Landru is a remarkable man. He has been 
in prison since April, 1919, and his con- 
duct during the searching preliminary 
examination baffled everybody. As none 
of the people with whose murder he is 
charged is legally dead—there is no direct 
evidence of their death—he has confined 
his defence to a Sphinx-like silence, broken 
now and then by a cynical interjection or 
a ghoulish jest. One hundred and thirty- 
nine witnesses will testify against him, a 
dossier of 60,000 type-written pages will be 
unfolded, and 7,000 documents will be pro- 


duced by the prosecution. 


A Tax on Sport. 


In its search for money the Inland 
Revenue Department taps every concelv- 
able source.

IRISH WATER POWER. 


SCHEME TO HARNESS THE 
LIFFEY. 


— “- 


In an article on “ Water Power in Ireland 
end in France.” in the current issue of the 
Départment’s Journal, Mr. George Fletcher, 
Assistant Secretary in respect of Technical In- 
struction, states that a vast amount of informa- 
tion is now available as to our water-power 
resources, and that economic conditions suggest 
that the development of these resources 3 4 
matter of urgency. 

The article deals principally with the develop- 
ment of water-power in the Department of 
Is¢re in Franee—selected because of the com- 
parability of conditions in that Department to 
those under. which installations might be estab- 
lished in Ireland. Illustrations and sketch mapa 
of ‘the lay out of the French scheme are exa- 
mined in connection with the scheme out- 
lined by Mr. J. W. Griffith and Professor 
Jeficott for utilising the power on.the Liffey for 
lighting and power purposes in the Dublin area. 


The Liffey, says Mr. Fletcher, rises near Sally 
Gap, about 13 miles distant from the centre of 
Dublin. The circuttous course of the river, 
however, is no less than 74 miles. Rising at an 
elevation of 1,715 feet over Ordnance Datum, it 
falls to 640 feet over Ordnance Datum in the 
first eight miles. to 550 feet in the next eleven 
miles, and to 390 feet at Ballymore-Eustace in 
the next four miles. ft is joined seventeen miles 
from its source by the steep King’s River. 

Th*® estimates of the mean flow of the river 
have been made from the rainfall records, 
which have been subject to careful analysis by 
Mr. W. J. Lyons. The annual loss by evapora- 
tion has beea taken as equal to sixteen inches, 
and the mean flow has been calculated from 
the annual rainfall] less this figure. 

Gaugings of the river by Mr. Marshall Harris 
gave a lower result, and it was thought safer to 
use the latter as a basis for estimates of power. 
The following table, given by Messrs. Griffith 
and Jeffcott, shows the head, mean flow and 
ma water horsc-power continuously avail- 
abdle :—

_ In order to obtain regulation of flow, storage 
Ia necessary, and storage in the upper Liffey 
basin can be obtained by the construction of a 
masonry dam some 85 feet in height in the 
narrow gorge at Poulaphuca. This would raise 
the water level above the dam, thus creating a 
reservoir extending to a point beyond Blessing- 
ton, and southward along the King’s River to 
3 point south of Valleymount. The surface of 
this reservoir would follow the 600 fect contour, 
and a storage volume of 3,065 million cubie feet 
would be thus obtained,

There are certain marked advantag@mattaching 
fo this scheme which can be developed partially 
to begin with. Omitting that part of the echeme 
dealing with Lockstown and Cloghleagh, “ it is 
estimated. that the power capable of being 
delivered in Dublin at low tension would amount 
to about 39 million units, costing about jd. per 
unit. The installed plant capacity would total 
51,500 water horse-power.”’ 

In regard to the water-power resources of 
Ireland ag a whole, Mr. Fletcher says that they 
were reckoned by the Water-Power Committee 
to be equal to 500,000 horse power, continuously 
developed. As coal is commonly employed in 
small steam-power plants, five pounds of coal 
ús on an average, consumed per horse power 
your. 

On this basis our 500,000 water horse power is 
equivalent to 7,800,000 tons of coal. Its -onev 
value, . with coal at £2 per ton, would, there- 
fore, be over £15,000,000. Its application to 
Irish industries would be of .incalculable value. 
A prime essential for industrial development is 
cheap power. 

Our. coal imports exceed 44 million tens “of 
coal’ per annum. The greater part of this is 
used for industrial purposes. This induetrial 
coal may be replaced by water power at far less 
cost. -Our own output of coal is than 
100,000 tons per annum, 

_ There are strong reasons for believing that an 
increase of output would be stimulated by the 
growth of industrial enterprises which would 
follow the utilisation of our water power. Our 
coal reserves amount to about 180 millions of 
tons—mainly anthracite. Water power is peren-

costs was Louis XIV., and he spent the greater 
part of his life in trying to thwart the schemes 
of Louis, who aimed at being the head of 
Western Europe. The aim of William IIT. was 
to smash that ambition in every way he possibly 
could. i

Tt was he who laid it down that the one way 
not to see their country beaten was to die in 
the last ditch, and he was alwavye prepared go 
to die. He was a man of extraordinary energy 
and worked for at least eight, and frequently 
for twelve, hours a day.
